What is expected to I>e one of the 


most interesting cases of the criminal 
session of the present term of court, 
was begui* this morning before Judge 
Cunningham, and a jury which caus- 
ed no trouble in its selection. 
" 


The case is the result of the shoot- 


ing affair at thie home of Michael 
Troxel, the old Halter homestead oa 
the Elicia road about a mile west of 
Lima College on the Baxter farm. 


On the night of August Sth, Chas. 


Wheaton. a hoarder in the home, is 
alleged to have shot his landlord, 
Michael Troxel in the heat of anger 
and with Intent to kill.- Troxel, it 
will be remembered, was confined in 
the city hospital for the period of 
two weeks, and for a time his death 
was feared. He rapidly regained his 
strength, however, and is now as well 
as ever, and was the first, witness call- 
ed by Prosecuting Attorney Welty. 


Troxel failed to make a strong 


showing in his evidence, and among 
other things, 
denied 
emphatically 


that he was intoxicated on. the night 
of the shooting, declaring ho. had 
worked, all day and had taken but a 
single glass of beer previous to go- 
ing, home for supper. 
He acknowl- 


edged, however, having made threats 
at various times of doiiig bodily harm 
to defendant. Troxel stated that he 
and his wife lived as .man and wife 
for a period of 30 years, raising a 
family of four children, now grown. 
The Troxels were originally resident* 
of Beaverdam, and removed to this 
city about eleven years ago. They 
had resided on the Baxter farm, a 
period of six months, under an agree- 
ment that an uncle and 
Wheaton 


would pay the rent, and also con- 
tribute from the truck garden which 
they operated, edibles for the table, 
these two consideration? to be pay- 
ment for their board. 
It was the 


matter of rent, which brought up the 
dispute leading to the shooting. In 
this respect thte witness Troxel, fail- 
ed to show why he 
should 
have 


caused any argument regarding the 
rent, as he stated that When!on h»ci 
declared: "You don't have to pay the 
rent; I will pay it." This was the 
only sentence spoken preliminary to 
the shooting, according to the wit- 
ness, who testified he? had not been 
speaking 
to. Wheaton 
for 
many 


months, but. that his uncle had in- 
formed him that Wheaton luicl not 
•paid the rent, which brought about 
the few words. 


According to Troxel, he had never 


jyssatilted Wheaton, but had been 
kept busy getting out, of the house 
whenever an argument arose. 
He 


said on the night of the shooting, tha 
as usual, he had started to go to 
town, after the argument, then do 
cided he would return and fact- it cm 
with Wheaton. After going out t.he 
roar door, he came hi the hall, when 
he met Wheaton. 
Troxel declared 


on the stand, that he in no m^unei 
assaulted the prisoner, while all th< 
statements of witnesses at ihc time o 
the trial were to the effect that, both 
men were in wrestling .attitude when 
the revolver was discharged.
